NEW TELEPHONE RATES ARRANGED

From January 1, 1914, there will be a 
new schedule of rates effective in the | 
telephone department, but this applies 
only to the private branch exchanges.

This interference in San Domingo is as distinctly im- 
| perialistic as was the forcible acquisition of the Panama canal 
i zone, the creation of the protected republic of Panama or the 
establishment of a protectorate over Nicaragua, 

The American government is doing in the black republic 
what it has indicated pretty clearly it would like to do in 
Mexico. 

The present regime in Washington justifies its course on 
vrounds somewhat different than the republicans used in ex- 
cusing their imperialistic acts. The Panama canal zone was 
forcibly taken over because the United States considered the 
act necessary to general progress. Zelaya was thrown oul of 
Nicaragua, partly: because he was considered insufficiently 
careful of American lives and American rights, partly for the 
general peace of Central America, 

The interference in San Domingo, like the attempts at 
interference in Mexico, are justified on “high moral grounds.” 

This attitude is likely to alarm the countries of Latin- 
America far more than would a frank land-grabbing. poticy. 
There is nothing- more intolerant, or more insatiably im 
perialistic, than moral bigotry. 

The great danger from the standpoint of the Central and 
South American is that the present interference in San 
Domingo may be a part of a settled policy rather than a pro- 
gram of expediency adopted to meet an emergency. Indeed, 
there are reasons for belief that it actually is part of a definite 
policy, and that the imperialism of the’party in power aims 
‘to swallow every country as far as the isthmus, except Mexico, 
which is too big to gulp in unceremonious fashion.

porary Workshop near New Haven. The 
exodus to Callfornta in’ 1849 created. a 
hirge demand fo rthe firearms, and.

Chis, and nothing more, is the reparation which the law 
admits it owes to aman who has had three years taken out of 
his lite by the blundering of the law. Presumably upon the 
hypothesis that the law cannot err, the necessity that pro- 
vision he made to provide justice for the wrongly-imprisoned 
mau is simply not recognized as even existant. 

There has been a good deal heard in recent years of the 
humanizing of the law.

Reserve Strength and Reliability 


Concrete increases in strength with age. Instead of 
growing weaker as time passes, its powers of resistance 
become greater. Good concrete a year old is 45 per 
cent. stronger than the same concrete only a month old, 
and the strength increases constantly thereafter. Un- 
limited confidence can be placed in concrete structures 
properly built. 


Local Distribution of Expenditure 


This item is of greatest importance to any commun- 
ity. If other material than concrete is used in your 
bridges the bulk of the expenditure goes out of your 
district. By using concrete, practically all of the cast 
is retuned to the ratepayers for cement, sand, stone or 
gravel, lumber, teams and labor. 


Economy to Ratepayers 


The superior qualities of concrete for bridge con- 
struction appeal strongly to engineers, but they will 
appeal more strongly to the ratepayers-of your commun- 
ity. It is not only the initial cost that must be paid by 
the ratepayers, but the final cost as well.

Concrete bridges built in Rome upwards of 2,000 
years ago are still standing, but little impaired by time. 
Some 75 miles below the city of Mexico a. concrete 
highway bridge, consisting of two 40 ft. spans, built ‘in 
the early part of the sixteenth century—about 400 years 
ago—is now being used as a railway bridge,
